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Jackson Graves Completes His Book 


This blessed Sabbath morning we feel that as we 
stand in our far-flung Synagogue we have a new feather 
in our cap. 

And the reason we feel that we have a new feather 
in our cap is that Brother Jackson A. Graves has com- 
pleted the book that we have long nagged him to write. 
The book is not only written, but is off the press of the 
Times-Mirror Company in Los Angeles, beautifully done 
in large, clear type on fine paper. 


But it fs this way about books, that the work of the 
printer is the body, and the work of the writer is the 
soul of it. Especially is this true of this particular book 
that Brother Jackson Graves has written. It is his 
soul that you will see when the book has been read. 


You all who sit in the Synagogue on blessed Sabbath 
mornings will remember well that for years past we 
have been challenging this man to write the story of 
his life—the story of a man who has lived seventy 
years in California, which, in that time, has. emerged 


from a peaceful pastoral country into an amazing land 


of unbelievable activity and vast prosperity. And 
among the men who have had a big hand in this evolu- 
tion is our friend Jackson A. Graves. 


He was for many years an able lawyer, associated 
with great men at the California bar. And for many 
years more he has been one of the really few great 
bankers of America. 

We have never met a man with so extraordinary a 
memory—a man who can at will open a cell in the back 
of his brain and call to minute recollection anything 
that has happened to him or to the world around him 
in these seventy years. A ready writer, a man of sound 
education and unusual natura! talent. 


He has sat In the Synagogue as long as anyone else. 
And that he is a member of the Congregation of the 
Faithful, saying his prayers every night and every 
morning, we have no doubt. Because he was educated 
at St. Mary’s and was the first graduate of that college 
where he was under the watchful eye and the loving 
care of the good Christian Brothers. And though he is 
not of their creed, he gladly acknowledges the whole- 
some influence their teachings and their example have 
had upon his spiritual life.

Too often, however, books of history are as dry as 
dust. But, oli, not so with this book that Brother Jack. 
son Graves has written. It fairly scintillates with humor— 
that strong and saving sense of humor inherent in the 
author—+the thing that must have saved him in the hard 
struggle of his early life and against the riptides that 
have since attacked his foothold on life’s sands. 


There is many a good yarn in the book. Every once 

in a while there is a good side-splitting laugh. Indeed, 
it is a book to sit up with o’nights, and to turn to to be 
read again. It is deep with sound philosophy, stern 
with the living truth, gentle in the little blame ex- 
pressed in it, charitable in thought, just to all men, and 
wide in wisdom. 

The author dedicated the book to his wife, and of this 
we are glad. It is a loving tribute to a loving help- 
mate. Her sweet and gentle memory will go down the 
generations linked with that of her husband. 


Interesting as the book is now, how much more s0 
will it be a century from now when some student of 
history digs into the dusty tomes of the past to learn 
what manner of men we were in our days and what Los 
Angeles was like in the early stages of its existence?

There were three 
little struggling banks in the town, one telegraph office 
and one messenger to deliver the telegrams. A single 
Wells-Fargo & Company Express office with a man and 
a one-horse wagon to make all its deliveries. “On the 
night of July 4, 1875,” says the author, “I was at a ball 
and danced with all the belles and many of the matrons 
of the city.” It would take more than one dance for 
Jackson A. Graves to do that now. 


In 1879 Mr. Graves bought for I. N. Van Nuys from 
Judge Sepulveda the southwest corner of Seventh and 
Spring streets for $600—the same lot that now if it 
stood vacant would bring a million. He subdivided and 
sold for Mrs. Arcadia B. de Baker land on Main street 
along the neighborhood of Fourth at $100 a foot.

He 
should know, above all, ite causes and with 
this knowledge should step doing those 
things which are responsible for the affiic- 
tion. He should also know methods of alle- 
viation other than drugs, so that the rav- 
ages of this allment may be speedily offset. 
The theory as to its causes are manifold. 
The focal infection theory presumes that 
the disease is caused by the presence of cer- 
tain germ centers or germ colontes dis- 
tributed throughout the body, but especially 
in the mouth structures such as the ade- 
noids, tonsils and the sockets which hold 
the teeth. 

In almost every case we must look further 
than the theory of focal infection to find 
the cause. Efven granting that the body 
does harbor certain well-developed colonies 
of germs, reason ought to teach us that 
these colonies must grow upon some form 
of autrition. Germs are living things, the 
same as any other form of life. As such 
they must have food .to nourish their 
growth. 

In consideration of the focal infection 
theory, common sense and reason ought to 
teach us that it is more important to remove 
the conditions of bacterial growth than ft is 


PE to destroy the germs. If we merely create 


an environment in which germs cannot 
grow and develop, then orly is it possible 
to procure and maintain a sterile environ- 
ment. So, trrespective of whether the teeth 
or tonsils or gall bladder or any other struc- 
ture of the body be surgically removed, 
serm colonies will be present In the body 
just so long as the nutrition for their de- 
velopment is present. 

The waste debris upon which germs feed 
is present in the body before the germs de- 
velop. The entire growth of any colony is 
determined by the food on which that 
colony lives. If that body be clean, cerms 
cannot grow in it. Therefore, when you 
have a number of abscessed teeth, or pus 
sockets in the tonsils, or inflamed giand 
in any other area, reason back to first cause. 
Consider how the pus, upon which germs 
thrive, developed. Ascertain how this body 
waste material is formed. Then you will 
see that the cause lies rather in faulty di- 
gestion and in insufficient elimination 
which, tn its turn, creates the environment 
wherein the necessary accumulation of de- 
bris is secured so that bacteria will thrive. 

The conclusion we inevitably come to in 
consideration of this disease is that the 
cause is almost exclusively toxic. Several 
other factors to confirm this belief are also 
Analysis of the blood usually 
shows an excessive quantity of the by- 
products of faulty protein digestion. 

In many cases a condition of partial 
acidosis exists, in which the alkalinity of 
the biood is markedly decreased. In almost 
every case we find that the diet history has 
been exceedingly poor, while digestive disor- 
ders, such as considerable accumulation of

However, when once acquired, the consid- 
eration of primary importance for the av- 
erage patient always revolves on methods 
of alleviating and overcoming this ailment. 

What is to be done? 


First and foremost, make an intelligent 
study of diet. The chances are that the ex- 
cessive consumption of the animal proteins 
which include every kind of meat, fowl, fish 
and eges have been the main criticisms of 
diet.

the proportions of the perfect body on the 
width of the brow. He was the Bach of 
encient statuary, turning mathematics into 
beauty. 
‘Je these men beauty was as yet chiefly 
a matter of health and strength, as nature 
sought to make it before chemists and 
tailors came; in Praxiteles (fi. 360 B.C.) sud- 
denly an almost modern sense of beauty as 
seductive loveliness appears; and woman 
enters to contest the prize with man. For 
Praxiteles was a lover rather than a war- 
rior: his heart was lost to Phryne, the fair- 
est hetaira of her day; and when at a fes- 
tival she frolicked nude in the water Defore 
the assembled Greeks, Praxiteles fell at her 
feet and begged her to pose as his model 
for Aphrodite. 

The inhabitants of the Island of Cos had 
ordered from him a statue of the goddess of 
love; nothing could have pleased him better.

This tendency to delicacy and soft senti- 
ment appears in Praxiteles’ male figures 
too: in the Apollo Sauroctonos (Apollo the 
Lizard-Killer,) in the Capitoline Faun, in 
the Bros, and even in the famous Hermes. 
The Faun (inspiration of Hawthorne's tale) 
is the luxurious son of Bacchus and Pan, 
loving pleasure and not knowing work or

Periciean sculpture, nor the one-footed 
agility of Myron, nor the majestic power of 
Pheidias’ heroes and gods; this is Ionic 
grace and ease, beginning the conquest of 
suiciding Greece by the patient Orient. 

Before Praxiteles Eros had been a winged 
boy, as vigorous as any urchin in the 
streets; under the hand of this subtle mas- 
ter he became that symbol of dreams and 
tenderness which so pleases our romantic 
souls. Story has it that Phryne, to trick 
Praxiteles into revealing which of his works 
he liked the best, told him that his studio 
was on fire; whereupon he exclaimed that 
all his labor was lost if his Eros and his 
Faun were destroyed. 

The last figure in this little survey of 
Greek sculpture before Alexander is the 
fiery Scopas. Here is the Byron to Praxi- 
teles’s Keats and Pheidias’ Milton; a pas- 
sionate and fury of style which, by the side 
of the Hermes and the Aphrodite, remind 
us of Michelangelo's suffering heroes pic 
tured and chiseled in the same age which 
eaw the quiet and tender madonnas of Ra- 
phael. Scopas (ff. 3560 B.C.) achieved re- 
nown by the great relief which he carved

The qucen 
who had offered the tomb for her husband 
Mausolus died before it was finished; legend 
saye that the artists, loving the task, 
finished it unpaid, and worked so well that 
it became one of the Seven Wonders of the 
encient world. (The others were the Pyra- 
mids, the walls of Babylon, the Hanging 
Gardens of Nebuchadnezzar, the Temple of 
Diana at Bphesus, the Olympian Zeus of 
Pheidias, and the Colossus of Rhodes.) 


See now in review the development of 
what we may loosely call Periclean sculp- 
ture. At first crude strength, as in Myron; 
and then classic perfection of form as ia 
Pheidias and Polycleitus; and then roman- 
tic tenderness and passion, as in Praxiteles 
and Scopas. It is a frequent sequence in art 
and history: it is the relation between the 
Doric, the Ionic, and the Corinthian, be- 
tween Aeschylus, Sophocles and Buripides, 
between Anaxagoras, Plato, and Epicurus. 
Greek sculpture began with gods and heroes 
and it passed on to athletes and men, it end- 
ed with hermaphrodites and courtesans. But 
even in that fatal parabola it was great. It 
found for a time the secrets of proportion, 


harmony, and unity; it fashioned in endur- — 


ing stone the passing loveliness of woman, 
and the frail strength of man; and it came 
nearer to pure and perfect beauty than any 
art has ever come again. It is one valid ex- 
cuse for the existence of man.

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N THE year 478 B.C.. a number of Greek

It Was Pericles’ Good Fortune to Find for His 
Purposes the Architectural Genius of Ictinus and 
the Sculptural Genius of Pheidias — 


Greek colonists had built a magnificent 
Temple of Poseidon (ca. 530 B.C.,) which 
still ennobles Seuthern Italy, and rivals the 


more beautiful than before. Pericles merely 
brought to completion the plans and labors 
of sixty years. 


Pheidias, though here again it is only 


legend that speaks—had been a slave, or 
the son of a slave; so genius persists in ris- 
ing recklessly in any rank, and starves as 
often as it grows. Cimon, predecessor of 
Pericles as a ruler of Athens, had given 
Pheidias his first great commission—the 
moulding of a colossal bronze statue, fifty 
feet high, of Athene Promachos—<Athene 
the Warrior? The body was of ivory, the 
drapery of gold; the gilded spear-top and 
helmet were visible from the sea, proud 
symbols of the militarism that infected the 
victorious city. Nothing survives of it now 
but its pedestal. 

Time has been equally ruthless with 
other masterpieces of Pheidias. His statue 
of the Lemnian Athene, which Lacian called 
his most perfect work, is gone without a 
trace. Of another statue-—the Zeus at 
Olympia—only a copy of the bead remains.

Well was he entitled to curse the fate that 
sent Aylion and Narvaes before him, for 
memory of their abominable cruelties made 
_ every Indian an implacable foe. Nor were 
they sheep-like Peruvians, nor yet befuddled 
Aztecs with their legend of a Fair God, but 
fierce tribes as deadly as swamp snakes, 
fully conscious that white men were not di- 
vinities, but human beings with blood that 
a knife could spill. 

From the great trees, screened in drip- 
ping moss, came flights of bone-tipped ar- 
rows, and woe to the cavalier who laid 
aside his armor for a moment.

For nine hours the struggle raged, so fu- 
riously that De Soto fought standing in his 
stirrups, not having time to draw an arrow 
from his thigh. . Successive waves of red 
men swept over the little company, but St.

all, even their dice and playing cards. 

At this dark hour came a messenger with 
word that the ships were in Pensacola Bay.

To return, however, was to admit defeat, 
and facing away from the sea, De Soto set 
forth on another hunt for golden Chisca. 

Cortes cajoled and befooled his 
mutineers; Pisarro lied and intrigued, but 
here was one who ruled his lawless spirits 
by sheer force of character. Alone with them 
in a trackless wilderness, without gold and 
jewels to end their bitter disappoint ments, 
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he lashed them to obedience as he 
sat in Seville with the king’s might at his 
back, mot ome daring to mutter as he 
scourged them with his bold, intolerant eye. 

“Presume not upon any rank you may 
possess,” he told them, standing slim and 
graceful as his drawn blade, “for I will take 
the head of him who does not do his duty.”

Rude forges re-tempered swords, steel stir- 
rups were beaten into lance heads and ash 
trees gave new shafts; shields were made 
from hides, clothes from skins and grasses, 
a vision of the Holy Virgin strengthened 
their hearts, and April saw them marching 
across Mississippi, bearing always to the 
north. 

Balboa waved back his men that he alone 
might have first view of the Pacific, but the 
Gentleman of Elvas makes no mention of 
the emotion that De Soto must have felt 
when he came to the banks of the Father of 
Waters and beheld that mighty flood.

Swift forays netted prisoners now and 
then, and the wretches were sent ahead as 
the white man’s heralds. Whatever De So 
to’s own Gespair as the bitter days went by. 
no man was privileged to see a lowering of 
that proud crest nor was his hand less heavy 
and assured. 


“What now!” he reproached his grumbling 
soldiers when they dared at last to talk of 
home. “Having it in your power to become 
lords in a vast and noble land, do you pre- 
fer Spain and the lives of base dependents’ 
No one shall leave this country until we 
have conquered it.” 

Gone now were his dreams of gold and 
gems, and in this challenge to his men there 
is evidence that he was beginning to see 
that the wealth of the New World was in 
its broad streams and fertile soll. If so, it 
was a vision that came too late. 


Swinging through southern Missouri and 
eastern Oklahoma, De Soto pitched his win- 
ter camp on the banks of the Arkansas near 
Fort Smith. Several restful months repaired 
the ravages of the ghastly march in some 
degree. “Humped-backed cows,” as they 
caimea the buffalo, gave them ample food and 
skins for covering. 


But even the tron Captain realized the 
impossibility of further wandering. Of the 
proud array that had set forth with him 
from Havana three years before, less than 
half remained, and these were worn and 
wasted. 

Return Was compulsory. 
enough, almost at the same time a similar 
tragedy was working to its grim conclusion 
farther north, for Francisco Vasquez de Cor. 
nado, starting from Mexico, had gone as far 
as Nebraska in his vain search for the 
Seven Cities of Cibola. 

Reaching the Mississippi once again, after 
a terrible journey, De Soto felt himself sick- 
ening to his death. “Deep was his despond- 


fortune to finance this mad venture? 

And the shame of failure, for in his fol- 
lowing there was none with enough vi 
and faith to make the emperor see that 
land of mighty forests, shining rivers 
fertile plains was a possession more 
prized than all the gold of Mexico and Peru! 

When he knew the end to be 
Soto called his men together 
his knowledge of their fierce, contentious 
natures, named Luis Moscoso as his success- 
or; then, swearing all to obedience 
thanking them for their loyalty, ho 
pulled the skin coverlet over his face and 
died, old and worn at forty-two. 

Five slaves, three horses and some swine 
composed the estate of this man who but 
nine years before had sailed from Peru 
with a fortune in gold and silver bars, pre 
cious metals curiously carved and great. 
gleaming emeralds.

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SAVE California by stopping the south- 

ward advance of Russia along the Pa- 
cifie Coast, Spain had decided to immedi. 
ately found a military post (presidio) and 
two missions on the bay now called San 
Francisco Bay; and thus the Presidio of San 
Francisco and the Mission Dolores had been 
founded there in 1776, the same year as 
our Battle of Lexington. 

The Santa Clara valley was then studded 
with numerous Indian villages, and its 
broad and fertile plains were covered by 
huge oaks and watered by many sparkling 
springs. Hence, a site for the second mis 
sion Was soon located in the northern part 
ot the valley, not far from the bay; and 
here on January 12, 1777, was founded the 
Mission of Santa Clara of Assisi, the spirit- 
ual sister of San Francisco (St. Francis.) 
The erection of these missions and the pre 
sidio was, therefore, a historical event of 
world-wide importance, and had the most 
tremendous consequences to our country, 
and especially to California. 

Earnest and cheery Padre Joseph Mur- 
guia was the architect of this mission 
church; and he set to work with his Indian 
wards to bifid it, tofling with his own hands 
at setting adobes, shaping the timbers, and 
overseeing operations. When it was 
pleted in 1784, Father Serra praised it as 
ing the best mission church so far 
California. Poor Padre Murguia had put 
best, and overly spent himself, in the build- 
ing of it; and he died only four days before 
its formal dedication and was buried in this 
beloved temple of his, into which he had 
Wairly built himself. Nunc dimittise—might 
well have been his epitaph. 


Here two faithful friars from Catalonia in 
old Spain, Catala and Viader, looked after 
their Indians for thirty-seven years. 

Huge and powerful, but with a big and 
kindly heart, and an abounding faith evi- 
denced by the enormous crucifix that hung 
from his girdle, Padre Viader toiled in the 
vineyard of the Lord and the fields of man 
so efficiently that he made the mission fa- 
mous for its agriculutral excellence; and he 
acquired amused renown in  carriageless 
California by inventing a low two-wheeled 
contraption, in which he rode about the 
lordly mission domains in ease, if not in 
state. 

Padre Catala was almost a medieval saint, 
somewhat like Father Junipero Serra him- 
self. in that he mortified his flesh by scours: 
ing himself, and practicing like austerities 
that gave him the by-name of “E) Santo”— 
The Saint. No man ever saw a smile upon 
his stern visage; but, though he shunned the 
presence of women, and even averted his 
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eyes from these daughters of Eve, 
yet he loved little children dearly, 
and it was mainly for them that he 
devised the Christmas religious 
plays so dear to the plous hearts 
of Spanish America. 

The mission was noted for its gen- 
erous hospitality to all wayfarers; 
and hence all the famous travelers 
and explorers who visited California 
in those early days, always praised 
it. Also, ite splendid indian orches- 
tra was famous; and nothing could 
exceed the astonishment of the 
French explorer De Mofras when, 
at a Sunday's service in this mission 
church, he beheld these Indian mu- 
sicilans gorgeously clad in magnifi- 
cent French uniforms, purchased 
from some trading vessel, and heard 
them burst out in the Marseillaise 
and the ancient French air of “Vive 
Henri Quatre”—played here, by 
these redmen, in a land so remote 
from France! These tunes the In- 
dians had learned by ear from the 
airs played by a little old French 
barrel-organ, that had been given to 
this mission by an early padre. 

The most famous feature of this 
mission—whose old church long ago 
disappeared—was its love- 
ly. Alameda. When the 
town of San Jose was 
founded, in 1777, its inhabi- <> 
tants had no church of 
their own; so they used to 
attend services at this mis- 
gion. _Taking pity on the women and children 
who had to take this three-mile walk, in all 
the heat and dust of summer, Padre Catala 
in 1800 ordered his Indian wards to plant on 
each side of the road a row of alamos (pop 
lars)—a word from which the Spanish ala- 
medas derived their name—extending from 
the mission clear to San Jose. These trees 
grew up, reached a lofty height, and their 
branches joined to form a Vast green arch- 
way, which later became the favorite prom- 
enade of San Joseans, and the admiration 
of all Californians and travelers. 


This remarkable padre had an uncanny 
gift of second-sight; and in such wizard- 
fashion could he peer into the future, that 
many called him “El Profeto’——The Prophet. 
Amongst his most famous prophecies made 
in those early days, he foretold the future 
discovery of gold in California; the advent 
of us Americans into it; its loss to the peo- 
ple sprung from Spain; the building of San 
Francisco; and the future destruction of 
that metropolis by the dread demons of fire 
and earthquake! 

Everyone of these startling prophecies of 
his was fulfilled, many years later; and he 
rightly foresaw that the most portentous to 
California, and the most fateful to our na- 
tion, of all future events, was the discovery 
of gold in California by the Ameritans. 


Battle of the San Gabriel 


January 6, 1847. In 1846 the American 
forces under Commodore Stockton had tak- 
en possession of all California, without firing 
a shot; and Stockton had then gone to San 
Francisco, leaving a small American garri- 
son in Los Angeles, and other little detach- 


at San Pedro. and marched toward Los An- 
geles, to try and Yrecapture it-—only to be 
halted by the Battle of Dominguez Rancho, 
and forced to return to San Pedro. Stock- 
ton himself came té San Pedro, but was de 
ceived by a Moorish trick of the revolting 
Californians into befieving that the latter 
were present in great force; so he had salied 
down to San Diego, and there organized an 
expedition that was to march overland to 
Los Angeles, the center of armed resistance 


alry to thus meet in the open field these 
Southern Californians; all of whom were 
not only splendidly mounted, but were the 
finest horsemen in the world. And they had 
given sufficient proof of their prowess by 
their three defeats of the Americans at 
Chino, Dominguez Rancho and San Pasqual. 
But, thanks to the native Californians of 
San Diego, Stockton secured cattle for food 
and draft purposes; and on December 29, 
1846, he had set out from San Diego with 
nearly six-hundred men, six guns, and his 
baggage train, over the rough road. that 
then afforded the only practicable wagon 
route to Los Angeles. 


Tt was a long hard march for the sailors 
and marines, especially ag the draft cattle 
were so weak that our men had to lend a 
hand in hauling the baggage wagons up hill 
and over sandy stretches; but our cheerful 
gallant tars won through handily. and ar- 
rived safely at the Santa Ana River, without 
encountering any enemy. Setting out again. 
om the morning of January 8, 1847, Stock- 
ton’s forces marched over an open country: 
and about 2 p. m. they sighted the San Ga- 
briel River, at a place called by the Califor- 
nians the Pase de Bartolo. Several bodies 
of cavalry soon appeared on both of Stock- 
ton’s flanks here, and the enemy plainly in- 
tended to dispute the passage of the San 
Gabriel by our forces—which brought on 
quite a spectacular battle, as related by 
Brevet-Major Emory, United States Army, 
who was in this fight, and wrote an official 
report upon it. 


The San Gabriel River here was about 
knee-deep and a hundred yards wide, with a

daunted sailors and marines, who dashed 
through the stream, gained its farther shore, 
and immediately opened up a fire from their 
muskets upon the enemy. 

Stockton had thus gained a precarious 
foothold on the farther bank of the river. 
but he needed his cannon-fire to silence the 
enemy's guns; so he now ordered our artil- 
lery to cross the river. ; 

Quickly our blue-jJackets unlimbered the 
guns, dutifully yanked them across said riv- 
er, and placed them on the farther bank. 
from which our American cannon soon thun- 
dered their iron message of doom to the foe. 
So rapid and accurate was their fire, that 
that of the enemy's guns became erratic 
and gradually slackened; owing partly to the 
poor quality of the remaining gunpowder of 
the Californians, who had manufactered i 
themselves (for lack of any other) at the 
Mission San Gabrie', using saltpetre brought 
from the desert. 

Under cover of this infantry and artillery 
fire of ours, our wagont-train and beef cattle 
were gotten across the San Gabriel River, 
after tremendous exertions by eur panting 
men, who had just repulsed a very bold cav- 
alry charge made by the enemy upon the 
rear of our column.

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The Official Side of Pest Control Work 


State Department of Agriculture, Concerned Only With 


MANY farmers and orchardists the 

line of demarcation between the work 
of the County Horticultural Commis 
sioner’s office and the Divisior of Chemistry 
of the State Department of Agriculture in 


regulating the materials and services of ag- — 


ricultural pest control is noc clearly undor- 
stood. As a result there has been consid- 
erable confusion, and valuable time has 
been lost through the sending of requests 
for aid or service to the wrong agency. The 
difference in function of the two offices is 
well defined, however, and a degree of 
smoothness in the operation of the two sep- 
arate laws involved in their work has been 
attained by the experience of several years 
of successful enforcement. 

The division of chemistry has juriedic- 
ton in the control and regulation of dealers 
and manpfacturers of the materials known as 
economie poisons. These, by the way, may 
not be poisons at all in the «: mmonly ac- 
cepted sense of the word. To use the legal 


definition: “The term ‘economic poisoas’ 
as used in this act shall irc'ude any sub- 
stance, or mixture of substances intended 
to be used for preventing, destroying, re- 


pelling, or mitigating any and all insects, | 


fungi, weeds, rodents, or cther plant or 
animal pest, collectively or individually, 
which may infest or be detrimental to veg- 
etation, man or other animals or house- 
holds, or be present in any environment 
whatsoever.” 

As a first step the Economic Poison Act 
requires all manufacturers or importers cf 
economic poisons to secure a certificate of 
registration before offering material for sale. 
Only government officials manufacturing 
and selling products at cost and small man 
ufacturers prod poisons for househo:d 
and similar use, as ant pastes or syr- 
ups, which do not have a retail value of 
over $500 a year, are exempted. 

Applicants for a certificate must. file with 
the Director of Agriculture a statement gf 
the brands, trademarks, and kinds of eco- 
nomic poisons they intend to manufacture. 
They must also submit a statement show- 
ing the name and amount of each active in- 
sredient and the total amount of inert in- 
gredients in each material. Or, if the mak- 
er desires, he can deliver a sample of his 
product to the Department of Agriculture in- 
stead of a list of ingredients. This alterna- 
tive procedure makes the “secret formula’ 
proprietors feel better—the department 
chemists have to find out what the constitu- 
ents are. 


CAN REFUSE LICENSE 


The director of agriculture has the power, 
after holding a hearing, to refuse to register 
or to cancel the registration cf any material 
which has been shown to have littl er no 
value for the purpose for which ft fs in- 
tended to be used, or if it proves injurions 
or detrimental to plant life. This provisioa 
makes it possible to eliminate many prod- 
ucts of little or no merit before they are 
placed on the market. It also gives the au- 
thority for holding hearings to clear the 
' field of insecticides which are ineffective. 
Hearings held by the officers of the division 
of chemistry follow the general lines of 
- @ourt procedure. A full opportunity is giv- 
en the defendant to put on testimony to 
prove the goods in question to be valuable

ent, must be indicated. The labelling clause 
is probably one of the strongest weapons of 
the entire act. Through its requiremencé 
the inspectors of the division of chemistry 
can trace faulty. wares to their source. sf 
the contents of any package do not conform 
with statements appeafing on the label, the 
poison may be considered misbranded. Fail- 
ure to label, misbranding or the adulteration 
of a poison constitute violation of the act 
—a misdemeanor.

Imperial Valley Now Harvesting Great 


Crop of Winter Lettuce

RAWLEY.—The annual winter head let- 
B tuce season, the “green-gold” harvest 


for Imperial Valley growers, is on 


ence more. Essentially a game of chance, 


the lettuce deal holds promise of dazzling 
returns—with the ever-present possibility, 
also, of a disastrous financial “flop.” The 
chance lies not so much in the growing, 
which in recent years has become highly 
effective, as in the condition of eastern mar- 
kéts. No other crop, say distributors, is so 
susceptible to changing market conditions. 
An overcrowded or gilutted market will 
cause lettuce prices to tumble overnight, as 
evidenced by last year’s results when the 
Imperial Valley attempted to market the 
largest crop in its history during December 
and January. 

The present deal, which opened with a few 
earlot shipments in December, and which 
will bit its peak this month, holds bright 
promise. The lettuce, fortunately, is of ex- 
ceptional quality, and the acreage has been 
cut to slightly more than 22,000 acres— 
15,000 acres less than last year's. 

Weather conditiong throughout the sea- 
son have been excellent. Slight rains came 
early, but the plants were too immature to 
be harmed. A rain, coming when some let- 
tuce was being cut, ended so soon, and was 
followed by such cold weather, that no ill 
effects were seen. Although planting was 
not begun ag soon as last year, weather con- 
ditions actually advanced the crop generally, 
perhaps a week, with the first cars going 
out December 7. With good weather contin- 
uing, Nature seems to be doing her best to 
help the lettuce man this year. 


THB GROWING SEASON 


Planting of lettuce in the Imperial Valley 
begins in September, and continues until 
early December. The seed ig planted in 
dry ground, on the top of ridges that have 
been thrown up north and south. This ridg- 
ing is Opposite to that of cantaloupes, which 
are laid east and west to provide a sunny 
slope for the plants. Lettuce distinctly 
does not want’ an overdose of sun. Two 


rows are planted on each ridge, and when 
the time for irrigating arrives, the water is 
run very slowly down the furrows so that it 
“subs” to the top of the ridges. 

As soon ag the lettuce plants have ob- 
tained a little growth, ridges are cultivated 
with two-horse cultivators, so constructed as 
to work up the dry, cracked furrows, culti- 
vate the edges of the beds, and clean the 
ground between the lettuce rows. This 
leaves only thie lines of lettuce for the thin- 
ners who follow with short handled hoes. 
Some growers allow twelve to fourteen 
inches between plants, while others allow 
them to stand as close ag five to eight inch- 
es. Thinning is hard work, for it must all 
be done with a stooping posture, but Mexti- 
cans, who become expert at the business, 
can cover a large amount of ground in a 
day. Usually this sort of labor is con- 
tracted by the acre. Later weeds must be 
hoed out with the ordinary long-handled 
hoe, and cultivation keeps up as long as 
mecessary to keep the great lettuce fields 
free from weeds. 

Early lettuce matures in about ninety 
days, while later lettuce, which goes through 
the coldest weather of the year, takes about 
120 days to mature. 

MADE TO ORDER 


A very interesting feature of the head 
lettuce industry hag been the development 
of blight-resistant plants. In 1920, a field 
one-half mile wide and two miles long, was 
found to be so badly infested with Brown 
Blight that much of it was unfit for cutting. 
Blight spread rapidly over many fields, and 
caused growers grave concern. Dr. Jaggers 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture became interested in the disease, 
and planted about 110 varieties of lettuce 
on this same field the following year. Prac 
tically all known varieties were giyen a 
chance to see what they would do. Very 
few proved satisfactory. There were many 
kinds that were not infected, but they were 
either unsuitable for growing in this district,

crews, Or a groWer, possessed of a spray rig, 
who does work for his neighbors. 

If there was no form of sapervision ove- 
the people doing pest contro! work for hire, 
much of the value of the Eccnomic Polis m 
Act would be lost. The administration ‘of 
a law which requires the abatement of hor- 
ticultural nuisances would, at times, pem 
alize orchardists and others who have al- 
ready been victimized by unscrupulous op- 
erators. 

Any person, firm or corporation desiring 
to engage for hire im the business of con- 
trolling plant diseases, insect or other ani- 
mal pests in California must, before operat- 
ing, secure a certificate of qualification 
from the County Horticultural Commission 
er as provided for by a section of the polit- 
ical code. In addition, the larger 
fruit-producing counties require a license by 
county ordimance. Although the county or 
dinances are similar to the State law im 
that they provide for the qualifying of op- 


erators and foremen, they also carry provis- 
ions more closely related t» the local rz 
quirements. 

To secure an operator's certifigate and 
license the applicant must prove his abil- 
ity to engage in the desired work, and 
must have good equipment. Once he h 
secured his credentials, his equipment 
work are liable to inspection at any time. 
Monthly reports have to be rendered to the 
Commissioner, giving the name and location 
of each piece treated, the pest treated for, 
the material and strength of material used 
and the amount applied. The carrying on 
of work in an unworkmanlike or negligent 
manner constitutes grounds for revoking the 
operator's license. a procedure which is 
carried out by means of a hearing before tLe | 
Board of County Supervisors The cért.i- 
cate demanded by State Law may be re 
voked for cause at any time. In several 
counties a policy of requiring all credentials 
to be renewed annually is followed,. thus 
allowing a closer check on the various op- 


erators. 
THEY WORK TOGETHER 


In the foregoing an attempt has bee. 
made to briefly outline the legal require 
ments governing the activities of the peopie 
manufacturing and dealing in economic pol- 
s0Rs as one group and those who apply 
the materials, or sell their services, as an- 


other. No detailed explanation of the meth 
ods of procedure of the two governmental 
bodies concerned is made, however, as the 
purpose is to tell what ig done rather than 
how it is done. 

Summing up, it may be said that the Di- 
vision of Chemistry in the enforcement of 
the Economic Poison Act and the County 
Horticultural Commissioner, through a sec- 
tion of the Political Code, work to secure & 
high standard of pést control and eradica- 
tion, one organization by efficacy of materi- 
als, the other by efficiency of labor. Both 
are separate but at the samé time interde- 
pendent. The good of one would be great'y 
nullified by the absence of the other. 

What the consumer should remember is 
that the State Department of Agriculture is 
concerned in the case of ineffective materi- 
als while the County Horticultural Com- 
missioner has jurisdiction when dquestion- 
able workmanship in the actual application 
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many from the consumer—all before the 
‘ packages have been broken. Analyses

Fluid, casual labor is his only salvation; it 
is an absolute necessity. Suddenly cut of 
~ Sy single dependable source of that labor 
and your small farmer faces ruin. 


“You can arrive at some idea of the ur- 
gency of a fluid, casual labor by a study of 
the crops which brook no delay at harvest. 
For instance, the grape crop—July to No- 
vember—represents some 78,000 cars and 
requires fifteen men to the car. Canta 
loupes, May to July, and melons, June to 
November, require 20,000 cars, ten men to 
the car. Deciduous freits from April 15 to 
November 15 fill 25,000 cars.. Oranges and 
lemons, handled all the year represent from 
55,000 to 60,000 cars, with four workers to 
one car per day. All perishables represent 
240,000 cars with ten workers per car.

Dr. Clements added that when he was 
guest of the Mexican government last

“A great many worthy people” he con- 
tinued, “are alarmi themselves over ‘the

Theoretically that = sounds pret- 
ty dreadful; practically it is a whisper in 
a whirlwind. 


“The Mexican laborer we haye in Calli- 
fornia and the Southwest—and now he is 
percolating even into the potato fields of 
Idaho and Minnesota and back into Eastera 
industrial centers—is not even a potential 
citizen, nor the father of potential citizens 
This Mexican crosses the border to trade 
his labor for our dollars—to him ea emall 
fortune to be gained in a few months—and 
when he has them he goes home again. 
“Nobody possesses any reliable and scien- 
tific data on the migrations to and fro 
of Mexican labor, for the greater part of it 
has been ‘bodtlegged” across the border 
since the imposition of visa and head tax 
by the law of 1924. But from labor agents, 
industrial bodies and kindred observers from 
El Paso to Los Angeles a fair grading of fig 
ures shows that between 80 and 85 per cent 
of all Mexicans in agriculture and industry 
in this country go home in the slack season. 
The Mexican is a homing pigeon; he will 
not stay permanently in surroundings of an 
unknown 
“If Los Angeles social workers are 
alarmed by a drain on their charitable 
funds of 68 per cent devoted to indigent 
Mexicans congregating in our city in the 
slack months of winter, they might consult 
with social workers in El Paso.

They Won Inde pendence 
by Hard Work 


MONROVIA.—When Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
C. Mayer, about eight years ago, decided to 
leave Los Angeles and start some kind of 
business in the country, they faced a series 
of problems. Both members of the family 
were employed in the city, but they felt the 
urge to get out of the “working for some 
one else “class, and establish a business of 
their own. While they were considering 
what they should do, word came of the 
death of a relative who had been a beekeep- 
er. It was impossible to sell the bees he 
had owned, except at a tremendous sacri- 
fice. so the Mayers decided to go into the 
honey business. Accordingly, Mr. Mayer 
severed his Los Angeles connections, and 
took a government course in beekeeping in 
San Diego. 

Then came the problem of finding the 
right location. After much searching, they 
found a seven-acre tract of raw land two 
miles east of Monrovia, and facing on the 
Foothill Boulevard. It was boulder strewn 
and so densely covered with tangled weeds 
and prickly cactus that Mrs. Mayer had to 
chop out a trail with a hoe before their lit- 
tle car could be parked on the premises. 
Prepared for hard work, they moved their 
bees to the property, and took possession of 
the small shack and roadside stand they 
had built for themselves. No conveniences 


|} were available, although this territory was 


at the edge of a delightful community of 
wellequipped, modern homes. There was 
no gas, no electricity, and, more lamentable 
still, there was no water. Every day for 
more than a year, Mr. Mayer cranked up 
his flivver and, driving more than a mile, 
filled two large barrels with water. hauling 
them carefully up to the roadside place. This 
water had to serve all public purposes, as 
well as the home needs of the family. 
While her husband worked with his bees. 
Mrs. Mayer cooked and served lunches, and 
put up quantities of canned fruit, jams and 
jellies that sold readily to passers-by. Pure, 
fresh honey from hives plainly visible from 
the highway, also found a ready sale, and 
the smal! “store” erected to house the way- 
side commercial project soon proved tnad- 
equate to care for the growing business. 
Feeling the need of a distinctive sales. 
room, the Mayers spent every spare moment 
in gathering boulders from their acreage 
and the dry river bed close by. It was a 
task to gather enough for the building they 
bad in mind, and the job did not end with 
the gathering. After the stones were as 


sembled, six weeks were spent in sorting | 


them and selecting exactly the right ones 
for the walls. The task was finally com- 
pleted, however, and the “Honeyville” pavil- 
fon, as it is called, .is a most attractive 
structure.

To Plant More Grapes 
at Atascadero 


ATASCADERO.—iIn continuation of the 
program of the Atascadero development 
syndicate to develop vineyards throughout 
the district, 500 additional acres will be 
planted within the near future. Ground is 
now being prepared for this year’s planting, 
according to Earl Henderson, in charge of 
syndicate orchards and vineyards. 

In the nursery at Morro road, near the 
western boundary of the Atascadero Estates, 
there are about 600,000 vines that will be 
used for planting purposes. Most of these 
grapes are of the Zinfandel variety, al- 
though several other varieties of wine 
grapes are also being cultivated. Table 
grapes are not being attempted, as they do 
not do as well as the wine grapes in this 
section. 

Between 300 and 400 acres of land was 
cleared this year, and this is to be used for 
vineyard land in 1929. It will be farmed to 
grain this season. It is being roadripped 
fourteen inches deep, and the ground will 
be disced after the grain is planted prepara- 
tory to staking out. The land that is at 
present devoted to vineyards, consisting of 
465 acres, was plented last year, with a 
number of varieties of grapes being used 
in an experimental way. Those that gave 
no great promise are being cut out and 
the land will be replanted with the varieties 
proving successful.

they should test their cows in the Farm Bu- 
reau Cowtesting Association, and use the 
records obtained as guidance in feeding the 
cows, according to their needs, on sensible 
rations that will prolong the useful lives of 
the animals for many years. 
Because of the great need of the citrus 
and truck crop industries for fertilizer, it is 
held, dairying should be encouraged in the 
county up to the point of supplying the cit- 
fes’ needs for milk. By using good cows 
here, it is declared, and by daising good 
calves for replacement purposes, dairymen 
will be able to produce milk cheap enough to 
discourage the bringing in of milk from out- 
side territory, where the fertilizer would 
not be available for local crop needs. 
It is the opinion of many successful dairy- 
men in the county that calves may be 
“raised here more reasonably than outside 
cows of similar quality can be purchased, if 
skim milk powder instead of whole milk is 
used for the first six months of their lives. 


Use Fruit By-Products 
As Stock Feed 


Following their experiments with dried 
orange pulp and raisin pulp as feed for live 
stock. S. W. Mead and H. R. Guilbert of the 
animal husbandry division, University of 
California, have just announced the results 
of similar experiments with dried lemon 
pulp. dried pineapple pulp and dried olive 
pulp. A summary of the experiments fol- 
lows: 

Pineapple pulp is a by-product of the can- 
neries, consisting of the outer skin, trim- 
mings, Core and ends of the pineapple, from 

which the juice has been extracted. It has 
been used for some time with satisfactory 
results as a feed for dairy cattle and swine 
at the University of Hawaii. Profs. Guilbert 
and Mead found that where dairy cattle are 
largely fed on alfalfa, dried pineapple pulp 
may be used with advantage in balancing the 
ration. 

Dried lemon pulp was found bitter in 
taste, and must be mixed with more .palata- 
Die feeds to induce stock to eat it. It com- 
pares favorably with dried orange pulp in 
total digestible nutrients, though it contains 
8 per cent less digestible protein. 

Dried olive pulp was found not satisfac- 
tory. although with the seeds removed the 
digestibility of the nutrients was increased. 
Unless the pulp, free from pits, can be pro 
duced commercially and in large quantities, 
no more work along this line will be done. 

The total digestible nutrients in 100 
pounds of feed, for various feeds, is given as 
foliows: Common barley, 79.4; dried orange 
pulp. 78.2 dried lemon pulp, 72.8; dried beet 
pulp, 71.6; dried pineapple pulp. 59.9; al- 
falfa hay, 51.6; raisin pulp, 61.0; wheat 
straw, 36.9; dried olive pulp, 36.6. 


DISEASE VANISHING 

PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Work that has covered 
five years now is declared to be showing 
excellent results in the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis in Arizona. Since 1922, 
the State of Arizona and the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry have been co- 
operating in testing dairy cattle for dis- 
ease. In the past eighteen months about 
76,000 head of cattle have been tested, with 
1238 condemned as reactors. According to 
E. P. Johnson, State veterinary inspector, 
tuberculosis may soon be a thing of the past 
in Arizona dairy herds. 


GOOD STEER PRICES 


PORTERVILLE.—Ed Pratt. cattleman 


of the Porterville district, recently sold a 


choice car of steers in San Francisco for 
$11.76 per hundred, according to reports. 
The average weight of the steers was about 
1100 pounds. A good steady mark has been 
maintained by the cattle market this year 
and cattle shipped from this district have 
brought good prices.

“The results of the last trial indicate that 
a ration of raisins and tankage on alfalfa 
pasture was not altogether satisfactory,” 
says Prof. Hughes. “The addition of raisins 
and rice bran to a barley and tankage ra- 
tion, on alfalfa pasture, would be a satis- 
factory practice.” 

Prof. Hughes gives the following summary 
of the results of the trials: 

“Cull or damaged raisins, a carbohydrate 
feed carrying a high percentage of sugar. 
were found to be a palatable feed for swine. 

“Raisins, when fed with barley and some 
nitrogenots concentrate, produced satisfac- 
tory gains and had a value when fed in this 
manner somewhat less, pound for pound, 
than rolled barley. 

“The addition of raisins to a barley and 
tankage ration resulted in a slight increase 
in total feed required for 100 pounds of 
gain. 

“Pigs fed on raisins and tankage on alfal- 
fa pasture gained very slowly and scoured 
severely at times. Such a ration is not a 
satisfactory one when rapid gains are de- 
sired. 

“These trials indicate that less barley is 
required for 100 pounds of gain and thatthe 
rate of gain is usually more rapid when 
dairy by-products constitute the nitrogenous 
supplement than when tankage is used for 
this purpose. 

“A ration of rolled barley fifteen parts, 
tankage one part, by weight, with alfalfa pas- 
ture in addition, proved more efficient in the 
amount of feed consumed for 190 pounds of 
gain than a ration of rolled barley five 
parts, raisins five parts, rice bran five parts, 
and tankage one part by weight. The aver 
age daily gain, however, was less, 

“Alfalfa pasture was a valuable 
to a ration of barley, rice bran, raisins and 
tankage.” 


This High School Boy 
Makes “Pork” Profits 


BAKERSFIELD.—Selling pigs for breed- 
ing stock, and showing them at the recent 
State fair and Kern county fair, were prof- 
itable business for Vining Barker, a Kern 
County Union High School Agriculture club 
boy. Here is the boy’s story of how he did 
it: 
“My purebred Poland China sow fart- 
rowed ten pigs, and raised six. By accident 
four were born dead. There were four sows 
and two boars. They were born in March, 
and so showed in the junior pig class at 
the 1927 State Fair. I took the sow and 
her six pigs there with the other Boys’ Club 
stock of the Kern County High School Ag- 
riculture Club. 

“At the California State fair and the Kern 
county fair, I cleared $120 in prize money, 
above expenses. Then I sold four pigs for 
$50 each, one for $60 and one for $75. My 
gross receipts were $455, as all went for 
breeding stock. My feed expense was $130, 
so my net profit from the six pigs in six 
months was $325.” 

All Kern County Agriculture Club boys — 
are not as fortunate as Vining Barker in 
selling all of their pigs for breeding stock 
but as a group they ship breeding stock all 
over California, and even into South Amer- 
ica. Mach year the repeat orders come in, 
so that the younger club members are get- 
ting the benefit of the good sales made by 
the older members. 

“This is a fine example of the accumula- 
tive effect of good co-operative farm sales 
effort,” sald one of the instructors recent- 
ly. “These boys will be good farm co-opera- 
tors later on.”
